OTTAWA, 


(CPA).— The- average Canadian family’s 


ability to meet minimum needs is “seriously threatened” by 
present high prices, and uncertainty over the future is caus- 
ing a marked increase in welfare problems, Miss Kathleen 
Jackson, of the Canadian Welfare Council, told the Roval 


Commission on Prices in a submission on December 8th. 

“Applications (to Canadian Family Welfare Agencies) 
have increased noticeably,’’ Miss Jackson said. ‘More families 
are asking for supplementary financial help either when 
wages are insufficient or when they cannot manage on relief, 
small pensions and other forms of fixed income.

This 
would have been impossible a gen- 
eration ago. 


There have been a dozen ‘“‘in- 
cidents”’ all over the world, which 
a few years ago would have plung- 
ed a tired and war-weary world 
into another catastrophic blood 
bath. The fact that this has been 
avoided is something to rejoice 
about for even the most sophisti- 
cated. Of course, a cold war is a 
precarious Peace. So is a life boat 
for those adrift on the sea. But 
it is wonderful in comparison with 
being tossed about in the cold 
waves. 


The cold war is comparable to 
a negotiating period between a 
labpr union and a corporation. It’s 
hard on the nerves. Often it is 
exasperating. But it provides time. 
in which both sides learn facts un- 
known to each other. Eventually 
a compromise is reached and un- 
told hardships are prevented for 
thousands of people concerned. - , 


The cold war buys time. And 
time teaches the world facts of 
life. The last 12 months have 
taught sonie lessons to a world 
divided. The results of the Chinese 
civil war have taught a lesson to 
Americans that cannot be 
fought with arms. The Yugoslav 
rift with the Kremlin has taught 
the Cominform that, determined

Appeal Considered 

There is still a chance that the 
oleo ban will not: be’ lifted after 
all. The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture will consider appeal- 
ing the decision of the Supreme 
Court, which would mean a delay 
until a final judgment is obtained 
from the Privy Council. 

“The decision lends itself to an 
appeal,” said Mr. Hannam with 
some caution.
